Three  cases  of  pneumonia  occurred  during  the  yeor;  two  elderly 
patients  died  of  the  disease.  An  extensive  outbrealc  of  measles, 
mild  in  nature,  occurred  among  children,  mostly  in  the  third 
quarter;  60  cases  were  notified.  One  case  of  erysipelas  was 
notified.  No-cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified;  there  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease.

Water  of  e2:cellent  quality  continued  to  be  supplied  by  ,  the  Blyth 
Waterworks  during  the  year.  The  supply  was  augmented  during  the 
year  by  water  from  the  newly-opened  v;ell  at  Benhall.
